TIGER AND BULL. 


A. Fierce Battle, In Which the Tiger Was 


Badly Beaten. 


The Paris letter of the London Post 


details of an extraordinary enter- 


tainrrient given at the Plaza de Madrid 
in the presence of 1,300 spectators. This 
was a combat between a royal Bengal 
tiger and an Andalnsian fighting bull. 
The tiger, Cesar, was a full grown 
brute belonging to Spessardi, the train- 
er, who had never been able to do any- 
thing with it and had, indeed, once 
nearly fallen a victim to its ferocity. 
He sold it for G, 000 francs to the director 
of the plaza. 


A cage ITyards square by 4 in height 


had been erected in the middle of the 
arena, and tho animals were brought on 
in vans, the hull being the first to be 
released into the iuclostire. The brute 
immediately began to run round and 
rouad his prison, bellowing and throw- 
ing up sand and gravel with his hoofs. 


The instant the tiger entered the cage 


ho gave a roar and bounded on tho bull, 
avoiding the hoius, and fixed on his 
flanks arid belly with both teeth and 
claws. Tho bull remained still for a 
few seconds, and then seemed to be sink- 
ing backward to the ground. The spec- 
tators thought that all was over, but 
the tiger let go for a second to take an- 
other hold, ana in the brief interval 
was kicked over by the wild plunges of 
the hull. 
Before tho tiger had time to 


recover the bull was on him, and, sink- 
ing his horns into the striped hide, it 
tossed the tiger into the air. 
This was 


repeated four or five times, tho bull 
varying his tactics occasionally by bang- 
ing his adversary against the bars. 
When the bull stopped, the tiger lay 
limp on tha ground, and tho crowd, 
thinking ho was dead, cried, "Bravo, 
torol" 


The bull stood stamping for a mo- 


ment in the middle of the cage, and 
then, seeing tho tiger did not move, ap- 
proaohed and smelled him, But Cesar 
was only shamming death and seized 
the bull's muzzle in his powerful jaws 
fco the animal could not move. Eventu- 
ally, howevor, he was released; and aft- 
er stamping furiously on the tigoi again 
caught him on his horns. This time tho 
tossing, stamping and banging appar- 
ently really ended in Cesar's death. 
The cage was then opened, and the bull 
rushed out and back to his stable 
For 


precaution's sake the tiger's van was 
brought up, and, to the general sur- 
prise, Cesar rose to his feet, glanced 
round as if afraid the hull was still 
there, 'and then bounded into the van. 
The tiger was found to have five ribs 
broken, besides having a number of 
wounds from the bull's horns. It is said 
that all wild animals—bears, lions, 
panthers and tigers—faio badly in com- 
bat with the Spanish fighting bull. 
Man and the elephant are the only sure 
victors over these active and ferocious 
bcnsts.

War Declared

THK NEVADA VOLUNTEERS. 


The War Department has emphati- 


cally declared that no change will be 
made in Nevada's quota of volunteers. 
This means that only one troop of 85 
men will be enrolled in the State for 
volunteer service, though enlistments 
may be made for the regular army and 
probably the signal corps of the Beno 
militia may be accepted by the War 
Department. 


Nothing has been done so far to en- 


roll men for the cavalry troop. The 
Secretary of War telegraphs that de- 
tailed instructions have been for- 
warded by mail and until these in- 
structions are received all that can be 
done is to receive applications of those 
desiring to enliat subject to examina- 
tion by an army surgeon. 


Captain Leonard Wood of the regu- 


lar army has been detailed to muster 
in volunteers in Wyoming, Utah, Ne- 
vada and Idaho for the mounted rifle 
regiment. He is on the way west and 
may not reach Nevada for a day or two 
yet. It is learned that he will estab- 
, lisfa quarters at Carsou or Beno where 
enlisted men will be mustered into the 
service and instructed in cavalry tac- 
ties, 


Very many young men hare signified 


their willingness to join the volunteers 
and fight for Uncle Sam wherever their 
services may be required and they are 
getting impatient as they want to be 
enrolled immediately. 


SENATOR JUNKS' OPPORTUNITY. 


The House bill to provide revenue 


for war purposes, which has passed 
that body, will be referred to the Sen- 
ate Finanoa Committee. That commit- 
tee is composed of thirteen members, 
six of whom are gold Bepubhoans, six 
silver Damocrats and one silver man— 
Senator Jones of Nevada. The latter 
holds the balance of power on the com- 
mittee and it depends on his vote 
whether the House bill will be reported 
back to the Senate with or without 
amendment. 


Senator Jones is and always has been a 


staunch advocate of free coinage. He 
believes in tho government issuing pa- 
per money instead of banking institu- 
tions. He says the exemption clause 
printed on the back of the Govern- 
ment note or greenback has cost the 
people hundreds of minions of dollars 
and placed the country in the olntchqa 
of the money Kings. Had it not been 
for that clause, greenbacks would have 
always remained at par as they would 
be a legal tender for all dues and obli- 
gations. Now he is in a position to 
bring tho issuance of a certain amount 
of full legal tender notes and the coin- 


sal has asked his goveinment to send a 
cruiser there, to protect British inter- 
ests. 


Already the end of Havana is in 


sight, unless the Spanish fleet comes 
speedily to the rescue. Cabanas and 
Mariel have fallen and Manzanilio was 
taken by the insurgents yesterday 
morning after a weak defense only, and 
this important port is lost to the Span- 
ish. 


There are 40,000 sick Spanish soldiers 


in Cuba and the army is fast melting 
away, provisions in Havana are already 
scarce, for with the United States ships 
m front cutting off supplies and the 
insurgents on land watching every 
movement their source of supplies are 
all cut off especially now that Matan- 
zas is destroyed and practically in the 
bands of the enemy. Shatter has been 
ordered, if rumor can be believed, to 
invade Cuba next Wednesday and the 
Government has ordered 10 new tor- 
pedo boats. 


A late bulletin announced the bom- 


bardment of another Cuban fort. The 
Spanish guns were again silenced. 


It is believed that the reasons for 


combining Sampson's and Sohley's 
fleet off Havana is to guard against any 
possible surprise from the Spanish 
fleet and when it arrives to make short 
work of its capture. A great naval 
battle seems to be imminent and this 
will tell the tale of the superiority of 
the two navies. If the United States 
wins the battle the policy will be to 
bombard every stronghold in Cuba in- 
cluding Havana 
On the other band 


should Spain gain the victory in the 
naval battle, it is thought that both the 
Atlantic and Pacific Coasts will be in 
great danger. People on the Atlantic 
seaboard are greatly worried and In 
the smaller towns on the Pacific the 
people are fearful of a surprise and 
have demanded that the coast be 
patrolled and something done in the 
way of protection.

A Talk <ra the Interaction of the CoMttt- 


ne&ta of FrotoplMin* 


Herbert Spencer's definition of the 


nature of life implies, as is well known, 
a continuous adjustment of internal to 
external relations, says the London 
Lancet. In other words, vitality is pre- 
served by interactions going on between 
the constituents of the protoplasm. On 
tho face of it this view must be very 
materially modified in the light of some 
»xoeedlngly interesting experiments re- 
cently brought to the notice of the 
Boyal society by Horace Brown, whose 
classic researches on that ^interesting 
class of ferments the enzymes are well 
known. He has fonnd that by submit- 
ting seeds to the very low temperature 
of evaporating liquid oir—i. a., from 
—188 degrees C. to 192 degrees O.—for 
110 consecutive hours their power of 
germinating is not in any way impair- 
ed. Since the above temperature is con- 
siderably below that at 'which ordinary 
chemical reactions take place, the re- 
sult is very remarkable and would ap- 
pear to show that although a state of 
complete chemical inertness in proto- 
plasm may be established it does not 
necessarily lend to a destruction of its 
potential activity. 


Is this protoplasm thus brought to a 


"resting" condition to burst into activi- 
ty ou restoring favorable conditions? If 
so, what becomes of life daring this 
"rest?" These observations are also of 
interest in connection with tho nngges. 
tion of Lord Kelvin that the origin of 
life as we know it may have been extrri 
terrestrial and due to the "moss grown 
fragments from the ruins of another 
world" which reached the earth as 
meteorites. That such fragments might 
circulate in the intense cold space for a 
perfectly indefinite period without prej- 
udice to tbeir freight of seeds or spores 
is, Horace Brown remarks, almost cer- 
tain from the facts we know abont the 
maintenance of life by "resting" pro- 
toplasm. The difficulties in tho way of 
accepting such a hypothesis certainly 
do not lie in this direction. Here is an 
interesting problem for biologists, and 
the development of the question will be 
followed with the keenest interest.

Olaa* mirrors of the Ancients. 


M. Berthelot has from time to time 


onearthecl a vast amount of falnable ID 
formation respecting- the chemistry auri 
technology of the ancients. Hia lateM 
researches have reference to some glas^ 
mirrors found near Bheims and whicb 
date from the third and fourth cen 
tnries. The glass was coated with a me 
tallio snhstanoe and also with a layer oi 
whitish material. The metal proved to 
be lead, with no trace of goia, silver 
copper, tin, antimony or meronry, noi 
was there any organic substance pres 
eut, showing that no extraneous mate- 
rial was used to cement the lead to the 
glasa The mirrors appeared to have 
been ont from 
hollow ' blown glass 


globes, and it is possible that before 
being cnt the molten lead had been 
poured into the interior, adhering to 
the previously wanned glass. The whit- 
ish layer consisted of lead carbonate and 
lead oxide formed by the oxidation of 
the lead coating and calcium carbonate, 
which Lad been deposited from the wa- 
ter of the district in which the mirror?
